Do ten thousand of our readers know that there is 
still such a place as Barber Surgeons’ Hall? Does 
one ont of a thousand of our readers know precisely 
where itis? Do ten of our readers know what goes 
on there, or whether, in the solemn old dining-room 
&bove the wonderful old cellar where it is rumoured 
there is still some of the most wonderful old wine in 
London, & dozen members of the ancient guild dis- 
course weekly or monthly on the craft and mystery, 
or either of the crafts and mysteries, from which the 
**company " took its name. For above а hundred 
yesrs the chirurgeons have had no professional con- 
nection with the barbers, and have very often looked 
down upon them, except, indeed, when they have 
been under the hands of a coiffeur, ог Бато submitted 
to the perilous luxury of the *'shampoo," under 
which treatment we would ¢sfy even а Court 
physician to look dignified. 

Ever since the days of Dr. Radcliffe, surgical and 
anatomical lectures have ceased at the old hall in 
Monkwell-street; nay, the lecture theatre itself has 
been pulled down, and the skeletons and mechanical 
figures sold off.

dressing, or any learned, authoritative statements on 
the subject of perfumes, powders, puffs, patches, 
pomatums, dentifrice, soaps, washes, ointments, or 
other appliances of the profession, form part of the 
proceedings at the solemn banquets we have been un- 
able to learn.

This ability 
has been lost by Frenchmen also; for, after 
all, there can only be a few really attractive 
methods of arranging the hair; and so we have 
come under the necessity of reverting to past bar- 
barisms; and the style of feminine coiffure is un- 
settled in its very gracelessness, Now that there is 
some danger of Paris beginning all over again, and 
reproducing the chevelure of the period from the 
decline of the Ramilies wig to the disappearance of 
the Republican Brutus, it is time that the British 
barber should be up and stirring: he should have as 
many irons in the fire as can be kept moderately hot, 
and while they-are heating should apply himself to 
the intelligent study of his art. To judge from the 
interesting collection of scientific objects connected 
with hairdressing exhibited at the meeting at Radley’s 
hotel, it would seem that the barber and the surgeon 
should not be so very far apart in their claims, after all; 
and, truth to tell, there were men there who could 
talk with cheerful alacrity about one or two 
of the sciences, and evidently understood what 
they talked about. There were sgecimens of the 
raw material and the successive stages of the manu- 
facture of perfumes; there were extraordinary 
examples of those heads of hair, the ordinary crops

No CRICKETER will deny that Gloucestershire is now 
as noted for Grace as for cheese. The Grace family 
of cricketers may, indeed, be described as a double- 
double Gloucester. It is not recorded whether the 
spectacle of a double Gloucester rolling first set the 
ball spinning in the mind of the “ Doctor;’’ but the 
fact is indisputable that the Graces have placed 
Gloucestershire in the foremost rank as a cricketing 
county.

It is 
his successor to the title of Champion Cricketer,

flannels; and each succeeding season adds to his.

Always to 
be reckoned on fora long stay between wickets, he 
is, undoubtedly, the quickest run-getter and surest 
batsman in England. Being possessed of great reach, 
his ‘placing the ball’ is, perhaps, the most remark- 
able feature of his batting, marvellous as is 
his defence and well timed his hitting."

Gilbert Grace is also a gocd, medium-pace bowler ; 
and a magnificent field anywhere, but especially 
at point.

Within reasonable 
limits they make good weather, moreover, of the 
worst wind and sea that come; for, while your 
dainty pleasure-vessels are lifting to the waves the 
Thames barge takes them in over her bat-

Tue INTEREST felt in this case has increased 
rather than abated since the postponement of the 
trial of the accused until the next session of the 
Central Criminal Court.

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THE ORLEANIST EXILES WELCOMED 
TO FRANCE, 


REPEAL of the laws of proscription against the 
Orleans family is the leading fact іп the past week's 
history of our changeable neighbours. The com- 
mittee appointed to consider the matter recommended 
the abrogation of the laws exiling the Princes from 
France without any reference to the constitutional 
questions invelved, but simply with a view to put- 
ting an end to an unjust proscription. In the Ver- 
sailles Assembly, on the 8th inst., M. Thiers gave a 
full exposition of his own views and policy, and 
explained the conditions on which alene he assented 
to the recommendation of the committee. He re- 
minded the Chamber that, although the insurrection 
was disarmed, it was net appeased, and hence the 
necessity of avoiding every act which would tend to 
excite popular passions. He at first opposed the 
abolition of the laws affecting the Princes because 
he believed such a course would jeopardise 
the peace of the country; and he was of 
the same opinion still; but he yielded to the 
proposals of the committee when the Princes 
pledged themselves not to take their seats in the 
Assembly, and not to do anything which would 
justify the apprehensions their presence in France 
was capable of exciting. M. Thiers declared that 
the safety of the Republic had been placed in his 
hands as a sacred deposit, and he would not betray 
his trust. The bill abrogating the laws of proscrip- 
tion was then carried by 484 votes to 103, and the 
elections of the Duc d'Aumale and the Prince de 
Joinvile were ratified by a majority of 448 to 113. 

The Orleans Princes were present on Sunday night 
аб M. Thiers's reception. Nearly all the UE neut 
Corps attenced, as well as the majority of the depu- 
ties. Their Royal Highnesses did not stay more than 
&n hour, and are said to have been remarkable for 
their silence and modesty. In Monday's sitting of 
the National Assembly the President read a letter 
from the Prince de Joinville announcing that of the 
two departments by which he has been elected— 
namely, the Manche and the Haute Marne—he had 
decided to represent the latter. 

The supplementary elections to the French 
National Assembly are to take place on July 2. A 
great struggle will no doubt be made by the 
Monarchical and Republican parties to secure the 
vacant seats. 16 із stated that the Bonapartists are 
very active, and that it is probable that six or eight 
leading Imperialists will be returned. 


THE LAST OF THE COMMUNE, 


Wearied as our readers must be with the scenes of 
bloedshed which we have been compelled to place 
before them as faithful historiographers of the fall 
of Paris, they will be glad to see the last Illustrations 
we propose to give of the late civil war in the French 
capital. The frightful deeds of the petroleuses were 
referred to last week; and now we have depicted 
(from a sketch by a Parisian artist, who ran no little 
risk in making his drawing) Parisiennes of the Com- 
mune at bay, defending the barricade in the Place 
Blanche, Montmartre. Single-handed, those infu- 
riated Amazons fought, their husbands and brothers 
and lovers confining themselves to artillery practice. 
This barricade faced the noted dancing-place of ** La 
Reine Blanche’’—soon to resound again, кыр 
with the irresistible strains of Offenbach and his 
can-can inspiring crew. 

Lest a plague should still more terribly devastate 
Paris, the 14,000 bodies of the slain were temporarily 
buried, and various public places in the city became 
impromptu graveyards. 1% із the interment in the 
garden of the Tour St. Jacques that our Artist has 
limned. The idea of burning the corpses which have 
not been properly buried has been abandoned; it is 
Маа to exhume all those buried in the Pare des 

onceaux, the Jardin du Luxembourg, and other 
temporary burial-places, and to transfer them toa 
new cemetery beyond Fort Vanves. The last item 
M ein this sickening work makes one shudder. 
It being feared that a movement might be started to 
exhume the body of Deleseluze and give him a public 
funeral, in the hope of exciting the population of the 
faubourgs, the corpse of the late War Minister of the 
Commune has been dug up, by order of the Com- 
mandant of the east of Paris, and buried secretly in 
quicklime. 


REORGANISATION OF THE FRENCH 
ARMY 


is being proceeded with promptly. Тһе National 
Commission has pronounced unanimously in favour 
of compulsory military service for all citizens without 
exception. Other German martial examples are to 
be followed, including, no doubt, one admirable fea- 
ture of the Prussian system which contributed not a 
littleto Moltke's great success. This plan, recom- 
mended for adoption in this country, is thus describod 
by the Times :— 

Every regiment was recruited in a certain dis- 
trict, and lived in that district in time of peace, sur- 
rounded by the whole of itsreserves. Close to it was 
the district of another regiment, and the two together 
formed a brigade. Close by, again, were the districts 
of a second brigade, and the two brigades formed a 
division, which was complete in every respect, with 
all auxiliary services, forming a little army as com- 
plete as the Roman Legion. Two such divisions, 
together with certain additional troops, always drawn 
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from the same districts, formed the corps d'armée; 
and, by a marvellously wise system of decentralisa- 
tion, the General of the corps and his staff were re- 
sponsible for the condition of this little army in the 
time of peace and for its rapid mobilisation in time 
of war. We cannot conceive (the Times says) апу 
valid reasons why such an organisation as this should 
not be adopted in England. 


PARIS ALIVE AGAIN. 


Fine weather has at last broken out in Paris, and | 


on Sunday, it is stated, the city was crowded. The 
State of віере із not raised, but all the theatres and 
singing cafés are open.

Every French official remembers the true type of 
Г Anglais en voyage, and will welcome him. L’ Anglais 
en voyage is not а Federal. He is а safe man, who 
brings the money so much needed in Paris to renow 
her trade." 


PAYING THE PIPER 

is emphatically suggested by our Illustrations of the 
big and little Bourse in Paris; but the formidable 
nature of this operation may be faintly guessed at 
when the report of the French Minister of Finance 
shows that eighty millions sterling of the hundred 
millions to be borrowed will be required to pay so 
much of the war indemnity as will bring the German 
occupation to an end. The urgency of this deliver- 
ance may be inferred from the fact that the French 
have now 500,000 Germans to feed, and at the same 
time there is a deficiency in the revenue from 
дуни amounting бо four hundred millions of 
francs. 

With respect to the industrial resources of “а, 
grande nation," the Paris correspondent writes thus 
hopefully :--“ The France which sold locomotives in 
England in 1868, which for fifteen years has almost 
supplied continental Europe with rails and rolling 
stock; which has sold its muslins in Germany against 
the cheap Swiss makers; which provides the wine of 
half the world; the France whose foreign trade 

imports and exports) rose from an average of 
94,000,000 for the ten years ending in 1836 to 
£426,000,000 for the corresponding period ending in 
1866; that France is not necessarily crushed by these 
disasters, but will, in all probability, recover itself 
with a rapidity and display a vitality in its resources 
for which Europe is scarcely prepared.”’ 


THE TRIUMPHAL ENTRY INTO BERLIN. 

The Emperor William has issued & proclamation 
га the triumphal entry into Berlin оп the 
16th inst. It orders that the troops shall be in - 
tion at eleven іп the morning іп Tempehof Field. 
They will have at their head eighty-one French 
eagles, flags, and standards, The march into the 
city will be headed by all Generals and Staff officers 
who were not called to their regiments during the 
war, led by Field Marshal von Wrangel. They will 
be followed by the officers of the Ministry of War, 
officers of the Staff, aides-de-camp attached to head- 
quarters, Governors-General and the commanding 
officers and Inspectors-General present, Then will 
come the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg, the Crown 
Prince of Saxony, and Generals Von Steinmetz and 
Von Manteuffel, The Emperor will be preceded by 
Prince Bismarck and Generals Von Кооп and Von 
Moltke, and will be followed by the Crown Prince, 
Prince Frederick Charles, and foreign Princes. Then 
will come the troops. After the march past the me- 
morial to Frederick William III. will be unveiled 
amid the ringing of the church bells and a salute of 


101 guns. 
A GERMAN DREAM. 


The Standard says : —* The Allgemeine Zeitung 
contains, in an extraordinary supplement of June 3, 
a letter fr-m a German residentin London, ad 
to his Imperial Majesty the Reichs-Kaiser. The 
correspondent of the German paper grows eloquent 
over the vision he has conjured up, There is to bea 
great Pan-Teutonic empire, extending from the 
Danube to the Shannon, and enveloping Hindostan 
and Australia in its wide folds, The head of the 
Teutonic Bund, with the united armies of Germany 
and the fleet of England, would give the law to the 
world. There would be only two other empires pos- 
sible—Russia and America; but what could they do 
against the power of the united Fatherland? But 
then comes the question as to how this great scheme 
is to be realised. Herr Trutz-Baumwell anticipates 
no great difficulty on this head. Evenif it were pos- 
sible to believe that the English would not cheerfully 
come into the proposed arrangement, it would be 

to achieve their conquest.
